T he W il li a m Girton 
livery 
and 
feed s t a b le on E ve r e t t st reet, N orth 
Dixon, w ith all of Its conte nts, was 
t ota lly de stroye d by lire last night. 
The loss is e s t im a te d a t $6,000. Mr. 
O irton, w ho was sl e eping in t he barn 
b a re ly escaped with his life. T he fire 
was one of the most horrible in re­ 
c e nt y e a rs in the city from the fact 
t ha t sixteen horses a nd a mu le were 
e i t he r s m othe r e d or b u rne d to dea th 
in t he blaze. 


T he fire b rok e ou t 
shortly a f t e r 
1 r' o'clock . 
An a l a r m 
was sent in 
fr om the A lbert A nk e ny residence on 
West F ell ow s street by Mr. Ank eny. 
He and O tto B*fier w ere the first to 
a r r ive u pon the scene. At t he ti m e of 
t he i r a rr iva l 
the e nti r e sou th end 
of the b a rn was in flames. T he y call- 
*■■*; to Mr, Glrton, w ho did not res­ 
pond at t he first call, b u t u pon being 
called a second time, he res ponded. 
TTe b a d been a w a k e ne d by the smell 
of sm ok e . He ru shed to the door of 
t he office and seeing the dense vol­ 
u m e s of sm ok e po u r i ng f r om 
the 
r e a r of t he bu ilding, r e t u r ne d to t he 
office to dress. I n doing so he be­ 


c a m e nea rly s tra ngle d by the sm ok e 
b e fore be m a d e his e scape from the 
bu ilding. T he s m ok e was Ro dense 
frorn the b u r ni ng ha y tha t no one 
cou ld e nt e r the bu ilding, and in con­

T he firemen w ere f o r tu na te in es­ 
c aping seriou s inju ry . 
The electric 
li ghts w ere c ha rge d with 1 ¡1,000 volts 
a nd once they c a m e within a few 
feet of t hr ow i ng the s t r e a m against 
it. If they had, the s t r e a m of w ate r 
wou ld have form e d a c om plete cir­ 
cu it, and they w ou ld have been i n­ 
sta ntly k illed. T he y were la te r w a r n­ 
ed of the ir d a nge r. 
L. W. Mitchell ha s u su ally k o.it 
his fine saddle hors e in the Girtou 
barns, bu t for tu na te ly the horse was 
ou t at the farm last night and t he r e ­ 
fore is alive today.

A r u m o r was st a r te d that a stran 
ger got off the 9 o'clock interu rb a n 
and said lie was going to Girton's 
br.rn, and the r u m o r has grown cu r- 
r< nt that he m a y ha ve set the place 
on fire. Investigation reveals no fou n 
da tion for the ru m or .
